Rapid Drain of Britain’s Hard 
Currency Reserves Has 
Forced Clamping Down

OTTAWA, July 13th. — At a time 
when the financial crisis in Britain is 
being discussed in London, with finan- 
cial leaders of Britain, United States, 
Canada, and other members of the 
Commonwealth seeking some way to 
lead trade into multilateral channels 
and correct in some practical measure 
the serious unbalance in trade be- 
tween the Sterling Area and the West- 
ern Hemisphere, it has been comfort- 
ing to be again assured that the Bri- 
tish do not intend to interfere with ex- 
isting contracts. 

New buying from the dollar areas 
has been cut off until September at 
least. Then there will be the allot- 
ment of ERP money to European 
countries. and with it a new program 
of import by Britain. 


Major Causes of Britain’s Difficulties 


There is, of course, no disguising the 
seriousness of the British position. Its 
major causes are the expense, losses 
and dislocation of war. the seiling of 
British external holdings to help de- 
fray the costs of prosecuting the war, 
and decline in other income coming 
normally to the British. 


To restore its economy Britain has 
had to make great purchases-in ‘the 
dollar area, particularly in the United 
States, and has had to pay for these in 
U.S. dollars ‘or gold. Much of the im- 
portation needed to develop British ex- 
port trade has to come from the Unit- 
ed States, and it is through its export 
trade, particularly to dollar countries, 
that Britain looks to earning of dol- 
lars that will help to pay for these 
essential imports. 


The British exports to the United 
States just now are lower than they 
were a few months.ago. The hoped 
for increase has not been maintained. 
This has been a great contributory 
cause of the rapid drain in Britain’s 
hard currency reserveS which has 
forced Britain to clamp a shutdown on 
new dollar purchases. License for any 
new purchases will be given only 
“where a clear case of urgent national 
interest is established.” 


Essential to World Security 


There is no doubt whatever that the 
talks which have been going on in 
Britain are of the greatest importance 
even if they are informal. The finan- 
cial and economic stability of the ster- 
ling area is one of the Obvious essen- 
tials to world security, as well to the 
establishment of normal international 
trade. 

What can be done to restore sterling

FAO DECLARATION 


Will “Encourage Negotiation” 
Other Agreements to Protect 
Producers and Consumers 


“HISTORIC MARKER” 
Branch of United Nations Sees 


Pact as Step to Fuller Inter- 
national Co-operation 


The Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Na- 
tions (FAO) has hailed the In- 
ternational Wheat Agreement 
as “an historic marker along 
the road to fully effective inter- 
national co-operation” which is 
“bound to encourage efforts 
now being made to protect pro- 
ducers and consumers through 
negotiation of other agree- 
ments.” We have the honor to 
present the following state- 
ment, published by FAO from 
Washington, just before ratifi- 
cation was completed: 


T HE process by which wheat 
harvested in one country 
finds its way in the form of 
bread to a family dinner table 
in some distant land is one of 
many complexities. Men spend 
their lives learning the tech- 
niques and jargon of the world 
grain trade. It is not a busi- 
ness readily understood by lay- 
men. 
Terms Explained 


It would not ke surprising, 
then, to find that many aspects 
of the 1949 Wheat Agreement 
recently signed by 41 exporting 
and importing nations make 
heavy going for those un- 
schooled in the intricacies of 
the grain trade. Consider, for 
example, the language used in 
the Agreement to establish 
basic minimum and maximum 
prices. These prices, the Agree- 
ment says, are in terms of 
“Canadian currency per bushel 
at the parity for the Canadian 
dollar, determined for the pur- 
poses of the International Mon- 
etary Fund as at March 1, 1949, 
for No. 1 Manitoba Northern 
Wheat in bulk in store Fort 
William/Port Arthur’. 

This paragraph, so difficult 
for most, is perfectly compre- 


hensible to the experienced

Stresses Threat of Butter Substitutes 


General Manager Ellis A. Johnstone Addresses Pool Convention 


EVIEWING in great detail the business oa ways could be tampered 
operations of the last financial year, “4 
whose highly satisfactory outcome had 

been previously described by President J. A. 
Wood, the General Manager of the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool, Ellis A. Johnstone, concluded 
his report to the Annual Meeting of the Pool in 
Red Deer by stressing the serious nature of the 
threat to the dairy farmer which the introduction 
and sale of a substitute for butter has brought. 


“Red Letter” Years 


“Undoubtedly,” said Mr. 
Johnstone, “the year 1948 will 
in later years be considered as 
a ‘red letter’ year, just as some 
previous yearly periods were 
similarly considered. For in- 
stance, 1925 was a notable year 
because that is the year our or- 
ganization commenced opera- 
tions. 1946 was a ‘red letter’ 
year because on that occasion 
it was our good fortune to have 
Mr. and Mrs. N. A. Larsen with 


us on the occasion of our An- 


nual Meeting at Alix, celebrat- 


ing our twenty-one years of 
business. 1949 is going to bea 
‘red letter’ year but for a differ- 
ent reason. 


“Throughout the war years 
butterfat was in short supply, 
but itis not in short supply now, 
and it is not likely to be for 
some time to come. Through- 
out the years the Dairy Indus- 
try has been closely regulated. 
Regulations define that no sub- 
stitutes could be used for but- 
terfat, no preservatives could 
be added to our products, such 
as butter, and the product in no

As we understand the situation, there is not a large quan- 
tity of coarse grains in our country elevators.

However, immediately 
the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada gave a ruling that the 
regulations concerning 
margarine were not in the 
jurisdiction of the Domin- 
ion Government, there was 
immediately created a new 
era from which new devel- 
opments of real import- 
ance will be the result. 

No Need for Substitute 
“Undoubtedly this decision 

and the subsequent inaction on 
the part of dairymen and dairy- 
ing interests in Canada, provid- 
ed an advantage for the butter 
substitute that our industry is 
not going to overtake for a long 
time, if ever. In our opinion, 
dairying is so vital to the wel- 
fare of a country and in partic- 
ular our Canada and Alberta, 
that there is no place in our 
economy at the present time for 
a butter substitute, nor is there 
any need. 


“When you consider that 
during the years 1930 to 1939 
the average dairyman received 
only approximately 20c a pound 
butterfat for the cream that 
was purchased for churning 
purposes, the two or three 
years in the recent period when 


prices were somewhat higher, 


on the average, were of very 
little consequence to the aver- 
age consumer, especially in re- 


lation to the improved stand- 


ards of living in those years. 
“To us, it is a very un- 
equal condition. First, you 
have a natural product that 
must not take any preser- 
vatives, and then without 
warning, a substitute pro- 
duct is legal with preserva- 
tives in it and competing 
for the market, the product 
of which is very strictly 
regulated. 


When Conditions for Dairy 
Producer 


“Most of us, of course, like a 


condition of living where the 
things we have to buy can be 
purchased at the lowest price 
and the products we have: to 
sell command the highest pre- 
mium. Actually, of course, no 
such set of living conditions 
can be maintained, one along- 
side the other. Undoubtedly, 
the Alberta dairy producer on 


the whole will likely find him- 
self better off where prices for 
things he buys are perhaps 
above the average, while at the 
same time the value of the 
goods he sells demand a good 
figure. 

“We are told that the farm- 
ers in Alberta are good buyers 
of butter substitute. If that is 
so, then of course, we should 
not complain about the intro- 
duction of oleomargarine. All 
we can say is, if this continues, 
then undoubtedly, immediately 
the Government removes the 
present floor price on butter, 
(and perhaps we may not have 
a cheese contract as we have at 
the present time) values of but- 
terfat for most purposes will 
undoubtedly be very much low- 
er than they are even today. 

“The good that our or- 
ganization can do by being 
in the operating business, 
even if we have very, very 
satisfactory years, is small 
indeed with the possibility. 
of increased losses, that 
the dairy farmer will suf- 
fer by reason of the intro- 

duction and the sale of a 

substitute for butter. 

Strong Commercial Firms 
Make Butter Substitutes 


“At the moment we have legislation 
for uncolored margarine. But just be- 
cause we have that legislation today 
in most of our Provinces is no guar- 
antee that it is going to remain that 
way in future years. The manufac- 
turers of butter substitutes are strong 
commercial firms not so vitally inter- 
ested in the welfare of the dairymen 
of our Province as our organization or 
similar ones are. They are very well 
financed. The profit on a pound of 


margarine, we are told on good author- 
ity, is much better than the profit on 
a pound of butter, and undoubtedly 
renewed efforts will be made by them 
for permission to have the butter sub- 
stitute take on the natural color of 
butter.

“Just in that connection, we have a 
bulletin here that gives the descrip- 
tion of one of the organizations inter- 
ested in the manufacture and sale of 
a butter substitute. This one organi- 
zation owns 83 soap and toilet prepar- 
ation plants, 57 margarine and edible 
fat plants, 68 oil refineries, 24 oil 
hardening plants, and 40 other plants 
for ancillary or auxiliary or sundry 
products, It operates in 43 different 
countries, has plantations covering 
hundreds of thousands of acres, owns 
at least 15 ocean-going vessels, be-

sides two large river fleets, and its 
strength and size are still growing. We 
haven’t by any means seen or felt the 
last effect of the introduction and sale 
of a butter substitute. 


Each Must Do Share 

“A bit over a year ago, every pro- 
ducer in the Province was advised of 
this forthcoming menace, and you 
were asked to co-operate, making 
your wishes known. Some of you were 
interested; however, the majority of 
you were not. We would hope that 
you will continue to seek information 
on this very important subject, and 
that each of us can be counted on to 
do our share in safeguarding the 
rights as a Canadian dairyman. 


Some Bright Spots 


“For the immediate present there 
are, however, some bright spots. The 
Government has a floor price on but- 
ter, and butter is at that level at the 
present time and will likely remain 
there until April 1st, 1950. What will 
happen after that, of course, is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. We would antici- 
pate, however, that if the Government 
instituted’ a new floor, or rather con- 
tinued their floor policy, the value for 
same would likely be somewhat less 
than it is at the present time. 


“Tn the fluid milk field, of course, in 
most markets this production is under 
the control of all Public Utility Boards. 
These Boards assure the producers at 
least a'fair price for their production. 
We would think that producers in that 
field will not be unduly disturbed or 
affected, at least during the next 
twelve to fifteen months. 

“On milk for other purposes, such as 
cheese and concentrated products, the 
future is not too good. There is a sur- 
plus of skim milk powder at the pres- 
ent time; there is a surplus of evapor- 
ated milk, there is a scarcity of ex- 
port markets, and there is a surplus 
of available production, Further than 
that, values of concentrated milk pro- 
ducts in the States are not good. Our 
hope would be that American values 
will tighten up, which would help the 
Canadian situation a great deal. 

“On eggs and poultry. Much depends 
on an egg contract for 1950. Ifitis not 
forthcoming, undoubtedly, values will 
be lower. As to poultry, the future is 
rather obscure, and continued export- 
ing will be necessary to keep the 
Canadian markets even at present 
levels. Undoubtedly, we are in for a 
period of lower values, which makes 
production efficiency more important 
than ever. A dollar reduction in pro- 
duction cost is a dollar profit that you 
might most likely be able to retain. 

Marler’s Work Outstanding 

In the course of his discussion of the 
work done during the last session on 
the legislation with reference to regu- 
lations affecting butter substitutes, in- 
cluding the ban on the use of butter 
color, Mr. Johnstone paid a high tribute

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Agricultural Institute of Canada. in Convention

HE Annual Convention of the Agricultural Institute of 
Canada was held at Vancouver towards the end of June. 
Membership in this organization is comprised of technical 

agriculturists and some 350 were present at the Convention. 


Need Increased Food Production 


In his annual address, Dean R, D. 
Sinclair, president, dwelt on the need 
of increased food production. At the 
present time he said the world’s popu- 
lation is increasing, while soil and 
forest resources are being steadily de- 
pleted. Starvation may be the out- 
come unless the farmers can produce 
more food. 

Agricultural scientists have a respon- 
sibility in encouraging food production 
in every way possible, said Dean Sin- 
clair. The plant breeder must expand 
areas for grain production, the scien- 
tist must battle against insect pests, 
the weed menace must be controlled 
and the nutritional quality of food 
must be improved. Farm mechaniza- 
tion, more efficient sources of farm 
power, must be developed in order 
that agriculture may advance. Farm- 
ers must be provided with the most 
up-to-date knowledge. 


Speaker from British Farmers’ Union 


A feature of the general sessions of 
the Convention was an address by F. 
R. Scott, Vice-President of the National 
Farmers’ Union of England and Wales. 
He outlined the objectives of the In- 
ternational Federation of Agricultural 
Froducers, the Annual Meeting of 
which was held recently in Ontario, 
namely. the production of food in 
abundance and the maintenance of a 
reasonable price level for farm crops. 


Said Mr. Scott: “Farmers of the 
world will not tolerate the low 
prices which prevailed during the 
depression years. They want to 
see the end to world fluctuations 
and prices of food which prevailed 
20 years ago. It must not be pos- 
sible to gamble in food prices 
which bring about very high and 
very low prices”. 


Basis of World Security 


Mr. Scott said that agriculture is the 
basis of world security and of pros- 
perity in industry and full employ- 
ment. Industrial workers must under- 
stand that it is not to their advantage 
to insist on cheap food. There should 
be an end to the dismal slumps and 
fantastic booms in the price of agri- 
cultural products. Very low prices of 
such products bring about the col- 


lapse of social, economic and political ° 


structures.

British Farmers Will Resist Dumping 

Dealing with Great Britain, Mr. 
Scott said that country will continue 
to provide an enormous market for 
imported food—as much and probably 
more than was imported before the 
war. But British farmers will resist 
the dumping of commodities on the 
British market at prices below cost of 
production. 

The speaker said that the volume of 
Canadian exports to Britain tops the 
volume of industrial imports from 
Britain by Canada. Prior to the war, 
nearly one billion dollars a year used 
to come into Britain from investments 
overseas. These investments -were 
liquidated in the British war effort and 
now trade must be on a more even 


balance. Q

grain trader. He knows the 
quality and grade of “No. 1 
Manitoba Northern Wheat” 
and its relationships to other 
wheats of other grades enter- 
ing-into world trade.

One suspects that in this re- 
spect the grain trader holds a 
distinct advantage over the 
average wheat. consumer, and 
even over the average wheat 
farmer.

These words are 
found at the very outset of the 
Agreement, where the govern- 
ments whose signatures are on 
the document state their pur- 
pose and their objectives. 

The purpose, the signatory 
countries affirm, ‘is to over- 
come the _ serious hardship 
caused to producers and con- 
sumers by burdensome sur- 
pluses and critical shortages of 
wheat”. The objectives, they 
all agree, ‘fare to assure sup- 
plies of wheat to importing 
countries and markets for 
wheat to exporting countries at 
equitable and stable prices’’. 

What “Serious Hardship” 

Means 

That language may need a 
bit of interpretation, too, but 
the task is not a difficult one. 
The “serious hardship” re- 
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ferred to means ruinous prices 
for wheat farmers when there 
is a “burdensome surplus” of 
wheat. It means, in reverse, 
that millions of people are un- 
able to get bread when “criti- 
cal shortages” force prices be- 
yond their reach or so limit the 
supply that there is no wheat to 
be had at any price. In the long 
history of the wheat trade 
these hardships have been felt 
many times at both ends of the 
scale. There are many wheat 
farmers and householders in 
many lands who can recite

chapter and verse right out of 
sad personal experience. 


Agreement Takes Middle Ground 


Lying between these two ‘extremes 
of hardship, as between all extremes, 
there is a middle ground. It is the 
middle ground sought by the Wheat 
Agreement; a middle ground such as 
will “assure supplies of wheat to im- 
porting countries and markets for 
wheat’ to exporting countries at equit- 
able and stable prices’. : 

Toward that objective, importing 
countries parties to the Agreement 
have guaranteed to buy fixed amounts 
of wheat each year at not less than a 
specified minimum price, and export-

HE United Kingdom is in the throes of a new financial 
crisis. Her gold and dollar reserves are being depleted 
at an alarming rate. AsI write Sir Stafford Cripps has just 

made an important statement in the House of Commons. Britain 
must again curb her imports. Britain will not devalue the 
pound. A conference of Commonwealth Finance Ministers will 
meet shortly in London to consider the whole problem. Canada’s 


Minister of Finance will be present. 
(Since the above was written, British, U.S. and Canadian finance heads 


have confefred, and the Commonwealth ministers are meeting this week. 


What Does Crisis Signify? 

What is the significance of 
this crisis in relation to the cur- 
rent recession in the U.S.? Can 
Canada hope to retain its 
British market for its wheat, its 
dairy products, its lumber, 
canned salmon and raw materi- 
als? These questions are. of 
grave concern to members of 
the Southern Alberta Dairy 
Pool and, in fact, to all Cana- 
dians—and to the newly-elect- 
ed Liberal Government at Ot- 
tawa, since our whole economy 
is geared to our export mar- 
kets. 

On this whole question of 
British import policies there 
has been a great deal of mud- 
dled and prejudiced thinking 
which has confused the public 
mind. Devaluation of the 
pound or of the Canadian dol- 
lar has been advocated as the 
solution to all our trade prob- 
lems, but juggling with curren- 
cies is not the answer. The 
trouble is too ‘deep seated for 
that. 


First Step to Solution 


The first step to the solution 
of any problem is to seek a 
clearer understanding of caus- 
es and backgrounds. I would 
like to make my humble con- 
tribution to clearer thinking. 

In the first place, it is veryv 
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important to exclude from our 
minds any sentimental consid- 
erations. Some people are dis- 
posed to consider the British as 
they buy food from Eastern ~ 
ungrateful to Canada when © 
Europe. Trade is not based en 
gratitude, but on very realistic 
considerations.

Grim Battle for Survival 


The simple truth is that Bri- 
tain is fighting a grim battle 
for economic survival. She has. 
no choice but to be ruthless in 
her trade arrangements in or- 
der to protect her dollar re- 


Serves. 

Secondly, the United States econ- 
omy is out of balance with the rest of 
the world. The U.S. has been a credi- 
tor nation since the end of the First 
Great War. During all this thirty-year 
period she has steadily exported more 
than she has imported, and maintain- 
ed a high tariff against the world. 
A creditor nation must accept goods in 
payment for goods or take the conse- 
quences. The U.S. is taking the con- 
sequences in a steady shrinking of her 
export trade. 


Why U.S, Economy Is Out of Balance 


The U.S. economy is out of balance 
with the rest of the world because it 
has the: greatest industrialization of 
any nation, and the highest produc- 
tivity because of advanced mass pro- 
duction techniques and high available 
horsepower. The U.S, factory worker 
has an average of seven horsepower 
at his disposal. The British worker has 
only half that amount of power avail- 
able. Consequently the American 
workman produces more per man hour 
than the British worker. 


This explains, in part, the present 
British crisis. British exports are fall- 
ing because the sellers’ market has 
been replaced by a buyers’ market, 
and British goods in many cases are 
‘ too high priced. Cost of production 
can only be reduced by increased pro- 
ductivity. Britain has a long-term 
capital investment program which will 
give her improved machinery and 
more power, but this will require sev- 
eral years to complete. 


Again, the world is now divided into 
dollar and sterling areas, and Great 
Britain, is the support and “nurse” of 
the sterling area. Most European 
countries are as short of American 
and Canadian dollars as Britain is. In 
fact, some European countries are in 
a distinctly worse dollar position. And 
the Marshall Plan demands that Bri- 
tain play a major role in assisting 
Europe towards economic recovery. 


Way to Break Down “Iron Curtain” 


Western Europe and Eastern Europe 
“omplement each other, Western Eur- 
ope has been for years a supplier of 
industrial commodities to Eastern Eur- 
ope, and Eastern Europe has had a 
surplus of food and raw materials 
which she exported to Western Europe 
in payment for manufactured goods. 
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Nothing will be so effective in break- 
ing down the “Iron Curtain” as mutual 
trade, which for the time must be bi- 
lateral in character, that is to say it 
must be arranged by individual coun- 
tries one with another. 


A United States of Europe 


If Western Europe is to develop its 
full technical potential, it must be in- 
tegrated technologically. That means 
a United States of Europe, with a free 
trading area containing 250.000,000 
people. Benelux, a customs union of 
Belgium, Holland and Luxembourg, 
may eventually include Great Britain 
and France. France and Italy are en- 
tering into a second customs union. 
This is a substantial beginning, but 
complete unification of the European 
economy will be a long, slow process. 


Must Increase British Imports 


What does all this add up to? It 
is clear that there can be no com- 
plete early solution to this whole 
trade dilemma. Britain can only buy

Establishment of Basic Herd.—-The 
movement spearheaded by the West- 
ern Stock Growers’ Association and 
supported by the Federation of Agri- 
culture, for the inclusion of livestock 
as a capital asset for income tax pur- 
poses, has now been satisfactorily 
completed. This means that producers 
of cattle, horses, sheep and swine can 
establish their herds as a capital as- 
set, or basic herd. These animals, 
when so established, are not classed 
as income for taxation purposes when 
sold, 

The regulations do not state any 
deadline for the establishment of a 
basic herd where the operator is not 
making any reduction in the over-all 
herd. However, it would be our advice 
that all farmers and ranchers should 
do so at an early date. 

We would also draw your attention 
to the following cases where applica- 
tions must be filed before certain 
dates: es 

1. In the event of a dispersal sale 
between lst January, 1947, and 30th 
June, 1949, the application must be 
made on. or before 31st December, 
1949. ‘ 

2. .In the event of the death of a 
taxpayer who was eligible to apply 
but had not done so, application must 
be made by his executor or his ad- 
ministrator within six months of the 
date of death of such taxpayer. 

3. In the event of a dispersal sale 
after 30th June, 1949 (other than on 
the death of a taxpayer) an applica- 
tion must have been filed at least 
thirty days prior to date of sale. 

One cannot over-emphasize the im- 
portance of these clauses. The best 
safeguard is to act now and-establish 
your livestock as basic herds, 

Your organizations have gained this 
concession which is rightly yours. The 
responsibilif®¥ now rests with you as 
an individual.

International Wheat Agreement 
Completed. This is good news to 
wheat farmers of the Canadian West. 
It represents a step toward gaining 
long-term security, a goal for which 
farmers and farm organizations have 
been striving for many years. 

The operation of the International 
Wheat Pact will carry out the main 
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from North America goods for which 
she can pay with British goods or 
American dollars earned in other 
ways. Canada must greatly increase 
its imports of British goods in pay- 
ment of its exports to Britain.

cbjective of the International Federa- 
tion of Agricultural Producers, that of 
supplying food at a reasonable cost to 
the consumer in times of scarcity and 
in turn, assuring the producer of reas- 
onable prices in times of over-produc- 
tion. 

To whom should the credit go for 
the final signing of this Agreement? 
Were the conditions of the day and 
changing policies in trade responsible, 
or was it the ever-growing realization 
that agriculture must be on a sound 
basis to assure stability in other walks 
of life which prompted the producing 
and consuming countries to endorse 
the Agreement? Undoubtedly, these 
factors had their bearing on the cul- 
mination of the Agreement. We would 
suggest, however, that another factor 
should be taken into consideration in 
this respect, that of the demands of 
armers working through their Provin- 
cial and National. organizations and 
finally, through the International Fed- 
eration of Agricultural Producers. 
When farm people can approach a 
problem with the unanimity of thought 
and sincerity of purpose which have 
been shown in this case, it must be 
difficult for Governments not to con- 
sider the situation carefully.

« Your Mr. Harman, writing in connection with radio broad- 
casting, would appear to be misinformed with regard to the 
situation as it exists today. 

As a matter of interest, the decision of the Government to 
set up a Royal Commission on Radio, the Film Board and other 
matters of cultural interest, would indicate the situation re- 
quires investigation. Following the publication of Mr. Harman’s 
articles, we failed to find, in print or otherwise, where private 
broadcasters have suggested at any time the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation be done away with or their broadcasting 
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Mr. Stimpfle, Such an. organization 
must have general support from farm- 
ers in order to command respect, he 
said; it must have facilities to secure 
authentic facts and figures; and it 
must give study to its problems, so 
that policies advocated should repre- 
sent the considered opinion of the 
members. 


The farmer’s responsibility was not 
to himself alone, said Mr. Stimpfle;

Late Blooming Lilacs are recom- 
mended for prairie homes by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
The French lilacs, commonly grown, 


bloom in the latter part of May and 


are therefore subject to frost damage. 
Chinese lilacs (villosa) are suggested; 
they do not sucker, come into bloom 
befare the common lilacs have fin- 
ished and usually carry bloom into 
July. They are one of the hardiest 
varieties and will usually start flower- 
ing the year after planting. Flowers 
are pink in the bud but become paler 
in color as the buds open. 

There’s Danger in oil- or paint- 
soaked rags, as they may start fire 
by spontaneous combustion. They 
should be stored in tightly closed cans 
or hung so that there is plenty of 
space around them. 


One Hundred Persons will need 5 
gallons of tea. Have the water boil- 
ing; tie half a pound of tea loosely 
in a cheesecloth bag, and add; re- 
move from heat, and steep 8 minutes, 
then remove tea. One pound of loaf 
sugar and 1% quarts of milk will 
serve 100 cups of tea or coffee.

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Wheat Agreement 
In Brief 


The 1949 International Wheat 
Agreement is a four-year agree- 
ment—from August Ist, 1949, 
through July 3l1st, 1953—under 
which 36 importing countries 
agree to buy, and 5 exporting 
countries agree to sell, more 
than 450 million bustrels of 
wheat each year within a fixed 
price range. 

The guaranteed sales and 
guaranteed purchases are the 
same for each country for each 
of the four years of the Pact. 

The maximum price is $1.80 a 
bushel for each of the four years. 
The minimum price is $1.50 for 
the first year. For each succeed- 
ing year the minimum drops 10 
cents, to $1.20 in the fourth year. 

Wheat transactions outside 
the agreed range of prices will 
be entirely free, and they will 
not count toward fulfillment of 
the obligations assumed by sig- 
natory countries. 

Wheat flour can be substituted 
for wheat if agreed between 
buyer and seller. 

The Agreement was negotiat- 
ed in Washington in March. A 
sufficient number of ratifications 
had been received before July 
lst to make the Pact effective.

ing countries have guaranteed to sell 
like amounts at not more than speci- 
fied maximum price. 

This commercial arrangement, 
stripped of all its complexities, is 
simply an arrangement which 
guarantees a minimum market to 
wheat farmers and a minimum 
supply to wheat users — and at 
prices neither so low as to bank- 
rupt the seller nor so high as to 
put an impossible drain on the 
buyer. 

Interests Much the Same 

This middle ground is one which is 
believed to be acceptable to both pro- 
ducer and consumer. Their interests, 
after all, are much the same. The 
farmer really wants to produce as 
much as his land, under good manage- 
ment, will yield. He regards acreage 
restrictions and other devices for lim- 
iting production as an evil, if some- 
times a necessary one. The consumer, 
whose needs, collectively, are never 
fully met, certainly wants the farmer 
to produce to the limit, It is difficult 
for producer and consumer to meet on 
prices, yet there is a common desire 
to be fair. The International Wheat 
Agreement is evidence of that com- 
mon desire. 

FAO, which has strongly advocated 
a Wheat Agreement, is of course 
aware of' the problems of wheat pro- 
duction. and consumption. While it

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World Wheat Situation

When the final figures are tabulated 
it may be found that world wheat ex- 
ports in 1948-49 crop year were at high 
levels. Up until May ist, 1949, such 
exports totalled 655 million bushels. 
Of that total the United States sup- 
plied 428 million bushels, Canada 151 
million bushels, Argentina 28 million 
bushels and Australia 48 million bush- 
els, World food,production and sup- 
plies in 1948 were materially higher 
than in the previous year, and the 
grain export surplus was the largest 
since 1930-31. 

Wheat production throughout the 
world may not be as large this year 
as it was last year, however, due prin- 
cipally to declining prospects in Eur- 
ope|and in Canada. The United States 
‘June ist estimate of wheat production 
was 1,337,000,000 bushels, but bad har- 
vest weather and other causes may 
reduce that estimate by 100 million 
bushels. Even at that, the total United 
States wheat supply, adding a carry- 
over of 300 million bushels to the cur- 
rent crop, will be well in excess of the 
huge total of 1% billion bushels. 

In Prairie Provinces 

The crop on the Prairie Provinces of 
Western Canada has been on the dan- 
ger line since early spring. Manitoba 
seems to be the best off as far as 
weather is concerned, but infestation 
of aphids threatens serious damage. 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta drought 
has done irretrievable harm to sub- 
stantial acreages of wheat and coarse 
grains. 

The International Wheat Agreement 
comes into effect on August ist. This 
will not interfere with the British- 
Canadian Wheat Agreement which 
provides a market for 140 million 
bushels of wheat at $2.00 a bushel. It 
will affect sales to countries other 
than the United Kingdom. 

While the current crisis in British 
finances may curtail imports from 
Canada, it is understood that this will 
not apply to wheat. The Canada- 
United Kingdom Wheat Agreement 
expires on July 31st, 1950.

export and import programs more 
effectively, it does not deal with many 
aspects of the wheat problem which 
are of vital importance. Production 
programs. output and yields, distribu- 
tion, research into improved varieties, 
the relationships between wheat and 
other cereals—-these are among the 
other matters on which full consulta- 
tion between governments will be 
necessary if the world is to be ade- 
quately fed. 
Nonetheless, the 1949 International 
Wheat Agreement, if ratified and put 
into effect, will stands as an historic 


- marker along the road to fully effect- 


ive international co-operation. 

The successful conclusion of an 
agreement of so complicated a ‘ 
character is bound to encourage 
efforts now being made to protect 
producers and consumers throygh 
negotiations of other agreements. 
Thus FAO regards the Wheat 
Agreement as another step to- 
wards achieving a world of plenty.

peoples receiving low calories in their 
diet, the resultant pathetic mental 
submission to any dictatorial authority 
and the ever-present moroseness, with 
bitterness and antagonism. This con- 
stituted a real threat to peace. This 
speech impressed me with the import- 
ant’ spheres of work to which good 
women would do well to give of their 
best, 

Mr. Stimpfle, President of the F.U.A., 
pressed for the recognition of indivi- 
dual responsibility to the ‘pressing 
problems of our domestic economy, 
and of world affairs in relation thereto, 
co-operative buying and state selling, 
the increasing investment of U.S.A. 
capital in Canada, co-operative asso- 
ciations interested in oil development 
being ousted by the competitive prices 
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a for oil rights, and the Wheat 
oard coarse grains position. 

The meeting being thrown open to 
questions, which were numerous, kind- 
ling a lively interest, were answered 
by George Church and Carl Stimpfle. 

Thirteen resolutions dealing with 
education, teachers’ salaries, insurance 
compensation for surface rights and 
disturbance, road grants, Communism, 
deserted mothers’ allowances, veter- 
ans awaiting allowances, were carried, 


‘or lost, or tabled. 


The Convention was a great success, 
keen interest with good fellowship 
prevailing, 

Geo. Roth was elected as District No. 
10 Director; Mrs. Braithwaite as Secre- 
tary No. 10 District. 

I came away with the conviction 
that if this spirit continues the F.U.A. 
will become a powerful farmers’ union 
accomplishing much for its members.

um of exchange is something for the 
experts to decide, and it may take 
time. An essential is getting some- 
thing nearer a balance in the trade 
between Western nations and.-the rest 
of the world. 

The food agreements between Cana- 
da and Great Britain which are not 
affected by the close-down on pur- 
chases are the crop year (1949-50) sale 
of 140,000,000 bushels of wheat at 
$2.00, the bacon contract for 160,000.- 
000 Ibs. (which will be only partly 
filled, the fault lying on this not the 
other side of the water), the cheese 
contract for 50,000,000 lbs., and that for 
1,533,000 cases of eggs (30 dozen to 
the case) or the equivalent in the 
form of dried whole egg or frozen 
whole egg. 


Our Import Trade from Britain 


In the effort to get closer to a bal- 
ance or at least a reasonable balance 
in the trade between Britain and the 
dollar area, Canada has done some- 
thing through a growing import trade 
from Britain. There is admittedly a 
great deal still to be done, but this 
country is wholeheartedly behind the 
efforts to increase this trade. This is 
the definite objective of Canadian 
trade officials, and they hope that suc- 
cess will crown the efforts of the Bri- 
tish Government and industry to ex- 
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tend production and get the goods that 
could find a market here in Canada at 
a better competitive level in connec- 
tion with price, If they can sell more 
here they can buy more from Canada. 
The problem has little to do with tar- 
iffs because a study of tariff rates will 
show that they are low in the vast 
majority of cases on imports from Bri- 
tain. Unfortunately, as stated, British 
sales to the United States have re- 
cently declined, and it is the search for 
ways to improve this trade that is a 
major goal of talks which have been 
held and are to be held in London. To 
obtain such improvement would be at 
least a major means of getting a per- 
manent cure of the present situation. 
Wheat Shortage Apparently Ended 

The monthly report on the grain 
situation put out by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows that grain production 
in the world has reached a point where 
the world shortage is apparently at an 
end. It says that food production and 
supplies for the 1948-49 year was mat- 
erially higher than in the previous 
year, and that the grain export sur- 
plus was the largest since 1930-31. 

“Bread rationing has been discon- 
tinued in most countries and ration 
controls on other foodstuffs have been 
considerably relaxed throughout most 
of Europe”, the report says. “Larger 
supplies of many foodstuffs, including 
wheat, have also been reflected in 
gradually declining prices’. The rati- 
fication of the International Wheat 
Agreement “by enough countries to 
make the scheme operative, shows 
that both importing and exporting 
nations are desirous of bringing a 
greater measure of stability to inter- 
national wheat marketing”’.
